Every ear of corn intended foY 
planting should be harvested before 
the severe fall friezes and stored 
Where it will dry nut and keep dry. 
In Iowa and the northern half of 
Illinois this work should be done dur­ 
ing tin lust IO days in September or 
th* firs; four «t five days < f Octo­ 
ber. F PC)zen seed corn costs the coun­ 
try millions of dollars every year. 
Many farmers are careful to har­ 
vest and store their seed corn at the 
proper time and in the proper man­ 
ner. but the majority of us depend 
for seed upon the occasional good 
ears found during the husking season 
or we select our seed corn from the 
crib in the spring. 
This results in poor seed corn, and 
poor seed coin means a poor stand, 
missing hills, weak .-talks, producing 
little or nothing. It means less than 
30 bushels per acre instead of 60. 
It means that we produce an average 
of one small ear to each hill instead 
of two or three. It means wasted 
land and wasted labor -and we can­ 
not afford to waste either. 
Six bushels of seed will plant about 
13 acres of corn, if there is no waste 
and no replanting is necesary. But 
it is best to save 15 or 20 bushels 
for each 40 acres. This will provide 
for all ordinary emergencies and will 
enable us to plant only the best and 
strongest ears. 
One of the best methods of gather­ 
ing seed corn is to go into the best 
field with hags or baskets and select 
well 
matured ears from the 
most 
vigorous stalks. 
We should consider the stalk in 
selecting seed corn. It requires large, 
thrifty stalks to produce good, big 
ears. Do not take an ear from a stalk 
that grew in a hill by itself or from 
one in a hill with a barren or weak 
stalk. Choose ears of medium height. 
The highest ears will produce iate 
corn; the lowest ears will produce 
early corn with shallow kernels and 
wide furrows between the rows. 
Pick ears that droop over so that 
their tips ar*- turned downward. They 
shed water better and are drier than 
shanks are hard to husk and

A rack can be made or purchased 
which will provide proper conditions 
for storing seed corn, but one of the 
best methods is to tie it up with bind­ 
ing twine. The strings, containing 12 
or 15 ears each, can be suspended 
I rom horizontal wires or from nails 
driven in rafters. 
I his method of storing gives better 
protection from mice and better cir 
cuiation of air than when tne corn is 
spread on the floor or corded in 
plies.

ALL IN T E R E ST S SH O ULD BE 
U N IT E D .

The first principle of success in 
any community is the working togeth­ 
er spirit. In any endeavor of a pub­ 
lic 
nature 
the 
entire 
community 
should be represented. This is the 
only solution to the problem present­ 
ed to many small towns— that of 
establishing and maintaining cordial 
and co-operative relations with resi­ 
dents of the farming community. 
And this solution is most effectively 
brought about by the organizing of 
a commercial club composed about 
equally of merchants and farmers. 
This idea originated at Trenton, Mo., 
and has been successfully tried by 
several towns. Ottawa, Kansas, among 
the latest converts to the plan has 
realized many benefits from the idea. 
The Ottawa Chamber of Commerce 
is composed of Ottawa business nun 
and farmers residing within a radius 
of 20 miles of the town. This bringing 
together of town and country resi­ 
dents into an organization having for 
its purpose the advancement o 
the 
interests of all, has produced great 
results, It has done away with cut­ 
throat competition among merchants. 
It has made the welfare and opinion 
of farmers a factor in questions of 
town policy. It has made the farmer 
a citizen of Ottawa In all mallei 
that concern him. It has virtually 
brought the farms inside the city 
limits and in this way nearly doubled 
the population of the town. 
The Ottawa Chamber of Commerce 
affords the opportunity for business 
men to discuss and solve the prob­ 
lems that are common to them. It 
gives 
farmers 
the 
opportunity 
lo 
meet other farmers and discuss vital 
agricultural matters. It makes it pnv.... 
ible for business men and farmers to 
get together and work out the s o l u ­ 
tion of other problems which never 
could be solved without the co-opera­ 
tion of town and country. 
A storm blew down some telephone 
poles and broke a farm er’s fence. 
The farmer complained. The tele 
phone company fixed the poles but 
did not mend the fence. The farmer 
was not prepared to carry on expen­ 
sive litigation. He knew a better way. 
He reported the ease to the attorney 


for tho < h a m b e r o f < 'ommerce. T h e 
a t t o r n e y w r o t e a l e t t e r t o tho tele­ 
phone co m p an y and the n e x t d a y tile 
fa rm er s f e n c e was repaired. 
A local merchant faced bankrupt­ 
cy. He owed $3,500 and could not 
pay it. Another business man learned 
ut the situation and telephoned IOO 
other business men to meet him at 
the m erchant’s store, it was Saturday 
afternoon, the busiest time in the 
week, but every one of the hundred 
answered 
the 
call. 
Together 
t h e y 
raised $3,500 which they loaned to 
the unfortunate merchant at their 
own risk. The merchant was enabled 
to resume business and each of the 
hundred gave him a share of his pat­ 
ronage. 
Ottawa contemplated the removal 
of hitching posts 
from 
the 
main 
streets. Instead of creating hard feel­ 
ings by ignoring the desires of the 
farmers, letters were sent out, asking 
the farmers for their opinion regard­ 
ing the plan of providing hitching 
places elsewhere in the town. Every 
farm er replied that it was a good 
idea. So the plan was carried out to 
the satisfaction of all. 
These are three examples of how 
the plan has worked and is working 
in Ottawa. 
The Chamber of Commerce has a 
permanent 
secretary 
whose 
office 
serves as a meeting place for farm ­ 
ers. He issues a weekly bulletin for 
the benefit of farm er and merchant 
alike. In this he lists the names of 
those who want jobs and those who 
are in need of help. When occasion 
requires, he acts as intermediary in 
adjusting disputes between merch­ 
ants, between farmers, or between 
merchants and farmers. The attorney 
for the ( baniber of Commerce r e n d ­ 
ers free legal advice to farmers in 
order that their rights may be re­ 
spected and they may be kept out of 
litigation. 
Ottawa has done much to solve 
many problems of the farm er and 
merchant. It furnishes an example 
that many another small town could 
follow with profit.
